"Mu rphy came to me December 
4, at my hotel here,” she said . "He 
; wanted me to g o sou th w ith him. 
; I knew nothing abou t his affairs 
1 with the Bu ttles girl, ex cept that 
he had paid her some attentions 
; a short time prev iou sly . 
It was 
| then that I talked to her In a 
! friend ly way ov er the telephone, 
telling her that 
Mu rphy 
was 
a 
married man. 
She mad e no com­ 
ment and answered only ‘y es’ or 
’no’ to my qu estions. 
“We went sou th, stopped In Los 
Angeles for a short time and then 
v isited some smaller towns. M u r­ 
phy had 
little 
money , 
and 
was 
selling a paper d ev ice. 
Finally we 
got to San Diego, broke. 
He had 
75 cents and 
I 
had 
the 
same 
amou nt. We d rov e arou nd and saw 
a priv ate home 
with 
rooms 
to 
rent, and engaged one. 
"He started ou t to look for a 
Job and fou nd one with an au to 
mobile agency a t National City . He 
was to go to work the following 
Mond ay . 
"He got u p from the breakfast 
table and went u pstairs for a min 
u te on Mond ay morning.

It nev er has been d efinitely e s­ 
tablished w hether the senate can 
or cannot ex pel a member for tu r­ 
pitu d e in his priv ate life, althou gh 
the senate d ecid ed 70 to 7 that it 
cou ld and wou ld inv estigate a Can­ 
ad ian ju d ge’s charges that Gou ld 
paid the bribe. 
Parallel cases in this cou ntry lend 
no gu id e to the 
present 
senate. 
Their history seems only to obscu re 
the issu e. Gou ld ’s case is altogether 
d ifferent from those of William S. 
Vare and Frank L. Smith, which 
inv olv e prim aries and elections.

Ho became a 
may or, a territorial legislator and 
ran twice u nsu ccessfu lly for gov er­ 
nor when North Dakota became a 
state. 
He was then elected to the sen­ 
ate, whither he came in 189 3. 
He 
had nev er been prosecu ted for the 
bank incid ent and restitu tion was 
said to hav e been mad e; nev erthe- 
lest his fitness w as qu estioned and 
consid erable d ebate followed intro­ 
d u ction of H oar’s resolu tion March

SCHORLS NOT 


W hile recognizing the need o f r e ­ 
ligious education for pupils in the 
public schools of C alifornia, such 
education should not be attem pted 
until a definite, w orkable course of 
study is approved 
and 
teachers, 
trained through colleges and o ther­ 
wise, are capable of teaching it. 
This is the substance of recom ­ 
m endations contained in a report 
by the special com m ittee of the 
California Council of Education, o f 
which .T. A. C ranston, city superin­ 
tendent of schools, S anta Ana, is 
the chairm an. 
The other m em bers 
of the com m ittee are R. D. W hite, 
city superintendent of Glendale, and 
Albert V andergrift, m em ber of the 
Belmont high school faculty, Los 
Angeles. 
Report Made in L. A. 
The report w as read a t the sem i­ 
annual m eeting of the C alifornia 
Council of Education, held S a tur­ 
day in Los Angeles. 
Following are the recom m enda­ 
tions of the com m ittee: 
(a) T hat character education and 
the spiritual value of life should be 
taught continuously in all phases of 
school life. 
(b) 
T hat 
religious 
education 
should be taug ht to high school pu­ 
pils from the angle of the “H istory 
of All G reat Religions.” 
(c) 
T hat in excusing pupils for 
religious education, upon the re ­ 
quest of parents, those rem aining In 
school be given a prescribed course 


in ethics and C hristian citizenship, 
m orals and m anners. 
Need Capable Teacher« 
(d) 
T hat 
religious 
education 
should not be attem pted until a 
definite, w orkable course of study 
is approved and teachers, trained 
through church colleges or o ther­ 
wise, are capable of teaching it. 
(e) 
T hat arrangem ents be made 
by congregations to properly finance 
church w ork and give instruction 
through churches. 
(f) 
O rganization 
of 
religious 
education centers by all churches. 
(g) T eachers and equipm ent for 
teaching should be on par w ith that 
of the public schools. 
These 
recom m endations 
w ere 
supplem ented by the following ob­ 
servations: 
Is Perso nal Matter 
(1) Religion is a personal m a t­ 
ter; (2) social life in the churches 
should be reduced and tim e used for 
constructive 
religious 
education; 
(?) school curriculum "has just been 
cut to supposedly 12 subjects, why 
add m ore?; (4) T here should be no 
sectarism taught, but the w ork con­ 
fined to subject m atter w hich all 
churches can agree upon. 
Q uestionnaires w ere sen t out by 
the com m ittee to all county and city 
superintendents in the state, asking 
for their view s on the advisability 
and practicability of w eek-day re ­ 
ligious education. 
Of

total 
num ber of replies received, 34 fa ­ 
vored such instruction, the rem ain­ 
ing 24 being ag ain st the proposal.

While emphasis is being placed 
on the importance of coal as a 
sou rce of ou r fu tu re au tom otiv e 
fu el su pply , engineers aren’t ov er­ 
look ing the least opportu nity from 
other sou rces. 
They hav e gone so far as to con­ 
sider the u ses of wood and straw 
as direct means of obtaining power 
for ou r au tomobiles. 
The U. S. bu reau of standards is 
not to be ou tdone in foresight, for 
it ev en today is stu dy ing a French 
inv ention which u tilizes wood as 
direct fu el for au tomobiles. 
It has 
also been ex perimenting with straw, 
seek ing whatev er power this prod­ 
u ct may hav e in it in the form of aa 
alcoholic fu el. 
Vast Co al R eserv es 
Probability of the u se of these 
materials is far remov ed. Althou gh 
ou r oil su pply is thinning, ou r coal 
resou rces are so v ast that engineers 
figu re they will not be depleted 
for centu ries to come. 
Ou t of coal 
comes v alu able fu el oils, as well as 
other im portant produ cts. 
Bu t France has practically no oil 
within its entire domain, colonies 
inclu ded, and mu st rely already on 
the comparativ ely little coal it owns 
for its domestic fu el su pply . 
Italy 
is ev en in worse shape, with no oil 
and low coal resou rces. 
It Is therefore here that wood Is 
being tested as the nex t best bet. 
The inv ention now in the hands 


of the U. 8. bu reau of standards 
redu ces wood by a bak ing process 
into a weak gas which, when /nix ed 
with air, forms a practical fu el mix ­ 
tu re for au tomobiles. 
It is mu ch 
weak er than gasoline, bu t less cost­ 
ly , and a t least a good thing to 
depend u pon in case of emergency . 
Au stralia 
is m a k i ng 
Intensiv e 
stu dies of the u se of wood and 
str'aw for their fu el possibilities. 
Au stralia has been importing oil for 
.fu el to an increasing ex tent. Su b­ 
stitu tes, therefore, are mu ch de­ 
sired. 
Ou t of the cellu lose In the straw, 
abou t 80 gallons of power alcohol 
can be obtained from a ton of the 
straw. 
A ton of dry wood wou ld 
y ield ab6 u t 50 to 6 0 gallons of the 
same fu el. 
Eno ugh fo r Dem and 
With the immense produ ction of 
w heat in that cou ntry and the v ast 
timber territory there, it is believ ­ 
ed that necessity cou ld fore* the 
su bstitu tion 
of au tomotiv e 
fu els 
from these produ cts, more than to 
offset the requ irements. 
Cellu lose is redu ced to power al­ 
cohol by the u se of strong su lphu ric 
acid and the su bsequ ent action of 
y east fermentation. 
French, as well as other engi­ 
neers, hav e been stu dy ing the pos­ 
sibilities of the anhy drou s alcohols, 
the power alcohols, obtained from 
coal aa well as straw 
and wood. 
Methy l alcohol especially has been 
fou nd highly effectiv e as a fu el, 
when mix ed in a certain proportion 
with gasoline. 
It has been fou nd to eleminate 
detonation, to afford greater power 
at lower temperatu re, perm it more 
flex ible operation at v ary ing speeds, 
and to k eep the motor in good 
work ing condition.

Rector, Chureh cf the Messiah, 
Epi» ccp« l 
Philippian* *:*- 
The Lord la at Hand. 
This eeaeon of the year, which is 
drawin* to a close, ta oalled Advert 
and Is observed by 
abont 
three - 
fourths of the Christian world. Its 
purpose is to make the annual com­ 
memoration of the birth 
of 
our 
Lord the time of preparation fo r 
Hie c o m ini a rain. It was the earn­ 
est ex pectation of the Apostles and 
th*tr immediate followers that the 
second eomtng of the Master would 
take place in their lifetime, but as 
th e cen tu ries p assed and the long­ 
ed-for ev en t did not 
come, 
the 
church, through the ages since has 
co n tin u ed to k eep in 
mind 
their 
hopes and ex pectations. 
This last 
Su n dav in Advent h as been the es­ 
pecial time when th is tru th of com­ 
in g o f the L o rd w as emphasized. 
TVs find frequent references to 
this in the letters of St. Paul, St- 
Peter, and in the Revelation of St 
John. In fact, 
there 
are 
several 
hundred places in the New Testa­ 
ment where this return is repeated 
in different phrases, and oftentimes 
with unmistakable earnestness, ^a* 
though the time was at hand 
In­ 
deed. Thus we take this tex t as the 
guide for our thought today in the 
same spirit and the same under­ 
standing as of old. 
Such truths 
cannot lightly be put aside with the 
question which St. Peter records in 
like circumstances, "Where is the 
promise of His coming? for since 
the fathers fell asleep all things 
continue as they were from the be­ 
ginning of the creation.” (2 Peter 
3:4), the only answer that a loyal 
Christian can make is ‘The Lord is 
at hand." The whole Bible is for­ 
ward looking. The same earnest ex ­ 
pectation is all through the 
Old 
Testament, the coming of the Mes­ 
siah. the Great Prophet, the true 
Elijah, and the latter part, the Son 
of Man. This spirit of the future is 
also the dominant note of the New 
Testament, as ex pressed in these 
words ‘The Lord is at hand.' 
So 
important was this truth that the 
church has ever kept it before her 
people with the lesson of the reality 
of coming of the Lord in the many 
and various ex periences 
of 
each 
age. Yet withal it has a strange , 
sound in our modern ears, for we i 
ever look on the material as the : 
evidence of those things which we 
hope for, forgetting that the beet 
and most lasting things of life are 
the unseen; as faith, 
hope, 
love, 
friendship and the like. These are 
born of the spirit of man, and are 
only manifest as we give ex pres­ 
sion to them through eye, though 
they are none the less real. 
It Is 


because we demand these outward 
evidences of these spiritual virtues 
that we are g ettin g farther and 
farther away from the great ideas 
and Ideals of the past. There seems 
to be a retrogression from the bet­ 
ter things of life rather than a pro­ 
gression; the lack of the old rever­ 
ence for parents, o f the old associa­ 
tio n with the ch ildren in the family; 
i the breaking up of the home and its 
! sacred ties. Th e o ld world sense of 
h o n o r and co u rtesy and kindness 
h as g iv en way to the newer ideas 
! o f th e in dep en den ce 
and aggressive­ 
n ess o f th e p resen t 
time. The trend 
I o f o u r civ ic an d eco n o mic 
life a p­ 
p ears to be to ward selfish n ess 
and 
materialism. Relig io n , which meant 
so mu ch to o u r fath ers, is now- 
I aday s acco u n ted o ld fo g y , an d 
only 
for ch ildren in th eir ten der years, 
! for women, and old folks. Yet the 
' manliest man on the face of the 
| earth today is the man who is not 
I ashamed to confess bis faith and 
love for God by the observance of 
those religious duties which man­ 
ifest that faith and love. 
As a 
nation, we have not yet put 
into 
! the highest office of trust in our 
| gift a man who did not profess his 
I faith in God and show that faith by 
a strict performance of the prac- 
! tices and duties entailed 
thereby, 
one who in truth and in life did not 
| show that he believed in the higher, 
i spiritual values of life by constant 


i contact with God. It is this evidence 
' of each that we do recognize 
the 
presence of the Lord that gives 
value to the service required and 
rendered. 
There are many ways in which 
the Lord makes known that He is 
at hand to those who are able to 
perceive Him. It is not everyone 
who is able to see the beauty of 
the rose, or thrill at the glory of a 
sunset; so there are some also who 
have not the power to envision the 
presence of the Lord in the midst of 
our age. Yet it is just as true that 
He is among men today as that He 
walked the roads and 
streets 
of 
Palestine 1900 years 
ago. 
There 
were many who looked on His out­ 
ward form, heard His voice, 
and 
witnessed. His deeds of love, yet who 
did not perceive Him other than a 
man of courage and of daring. Once 
on an errand ot mercy. He walked 
the street of J erusalem 
and 
the 
crowds thronged upon Him. press­ 
ed close to Him, touched Him, but 
only one, a woman, saw in His face 
the glow of love and sympathy, she 
touched the hem of His robe and 
was healed. Ten lepers sought heal­ 
ing at His hand, but only one saw 
something more than a bodily gift 
in the cleaning of his body and he 
returned in gratitude to receive a 
greater blessing. It is not the outer 
physical, or the inner mental sight, 
or perception, which makes known 
the presence of the Lord, rather it 
is the deeper and more real spirit­ 
ual grasp of th« truth of His life 
that sees clearly and knows 
truly 
that He is at hand. 


are often the ways In which

known His presence. It may be that 
the nearness is known 
by 
some 
great thrilling ex perience in the a t­ 
tainment of an ideal, as for a Men­ 
delssohn, or a Mozart to give to the
